INTRODUCTION 



In common with the household, the mercantile estabhshment and the 
industrial plant, the state institutions of Ohio have felt the heavy hand of 
the high cost of living, shortage of labor and other conditions created by 
the world war. 

Tables in the following statistical report of the Ohio Board of Admin- 
istration for the fiscal year ended June 30, 1918, show that the cost of food 
advanced 14 per cent during the year, fuel 26 per cent, and that the insti- 
tutions housed three per cent more inmates than in 1917. Yet the oper- 
ating expenses of the Board and the 20 institutions under its control ad- 
vanced but 10 per cent and the per capita cost only 7 per cent. This was 
accomplished by sacrificing various upkeep and equipment items, without 
detriment to the institutions, however; by confining the purchases to abso. 
lute necessities and the employment of business-like methods, such as care- 
ful ordering, purchasing on competitive bids, discounting bills, etc. 

Considering the abnormal conditions, the per capita cost for the year 
ended June 30, 1918, compares favorably with previous years, especially with 
1911, the last year of the separate boards of managers and trustees. In 
keeping with economic conditions, the per capita cost for the Board's oper- 
ating expenditures has steadily increased from $189 76 in 1912, the first 
year the central board controlled the institutions, to $218 58 for the year 
ended June 30th. Yet this is an increase of only $1.32 over the per capita 
for 1911, when, with normal conditions prevailing, the per capita cost was 
$217.26. In this seven year period the net saving effected by the Board 
amounts to $2,975,420.10. The per capita cost in 1917 was $203.90; seven 
per cent less than in 1918. 

The inventory of June 30. 1918, showed that the Board has in its 
custody property valued at $27,098,508.37, as compared with $20,516,170. 
16 in 1911, an increase in seven years of $6,582,338.21. In this period, 
there has been an increase of $831,708.13 in land values and $3,823,093.10 
in building. 

POPULATION 

The total average daily population of all the Ohio state institutions 
for 1918 was 23,235, as compared with 22,618 for 1917, an increase of 
617, or three per cent.

OPERATING EXPENSE 

The entire operating expense to house, feed and clothe these wards 
for the fiscal year 1918 amounted to $5,078,806.88. The expenditure for 
the same purpose in 1917 aggregated $4,612,326.00, making an increase 
for 1918 over 1917 of $466,480.88, or ten per cent. For all purposes the 
Board and institutions spent $5,716,189.32 in 1918. 

The greatest increase is shown in the expenditure for fuel. In 1917 
the Board purchased fuel for the institutions at a cost of $476,072.41. In 
1918 fuel cost $603,081.21, an increase of $127,008.80, or twenty-six per 
cent. 

For food supplies the state institutions in 1918 spent $1,524,239.40, as 
compared with $1,332,983.19 in 1917, an increase of $191,256.21, or four- 
teen per cent. An increased farm and garden production made possible 
the holding down expenditures for food supplies. The Board and institu- 
tions entered the 1918 farming activities by heartly endorsing the "war 
garden" movement, with a view to increasing the farm and garden pro- 
duction, thus save thousands of dollars to the state and at the same time 
relieving the demand upon the open market for the enoromus quantities of 
food stuffs required to feed the inmates of institutions. 
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FARM AND GARDEN PRODUCTION 

Eighteen of the state institutions cuHvate more than 2500 acres of gar- 
den crops. "Give first consideration to food values. Plant crops that will 
yield the most food per acre," was the slogan adopted. 

The success of the Board's pwlicy is shown by the farm and garden 
production report for the fiscal year ended June 30th during which period 
the total production amounted to $935,082.42 the largest and most profit- 
able yield in the history of the institutions. The production was divided 
as follows: fruits, $8,567.02; vegetables, $238,813.57; forage, $173,493,06; 
poultry and eggs ,$13,832.01; slaughtered products, $138,757.38; milk and 
butter, $326,160.37; natural increase in livestock. $35,459.01. 

The total expenditures in the farm and garden department during the 
ffscal year, including salaries, labor, rent of land and supplies, amounted to 
$512,883.58, leaving a net profit to the state of $422,198.84. The produc- 
tion in 1918 exceeded that of 1917 by $109,460.18 and the net profit was 
$209,554.06 in excess of that for 1917. 

The farm for the Institution for Feeble-Minded shows the largest pro- 
duction, having raised food stuffs to the value of $127,438.36. The Ohio 
State Reformatory comes next with $106,275.93 and the others as follows: 
Athens State Hospital, $78,960.30; Cleveland State Hospital. $17,712.14; 
Columbus State Hospital, $33,080.08; Dayton State Hospital, $76,817.03; 
Lima State Hospital, $33,952.79; Longview Hospital, $20,830.82; Massillon 
State Hospital, $96,580,77; Toledo State Hospital, $65,156.77; Ohio Hospit. 
al for Epileptics, $89,604,82; School for Blind, $579.36; School for Deaf, $1,- 
337.24; Ohio State Sanatorium, $24,986.10; Ohio Soldiere' and Sailors' Home, 
$1,830,14; Madison Home. $2,426.13; Boys' Industrial School. $54,237.44; 
Girls' Industrial School, $8,540.47; Ohio Reformatory for Women. $6,125.70; 
New Prison Farm, cultivated by prisoners from the Ohio Penitentiary. $88.- 
610.03. 

CONSERVATION OF FOOD 

By following every suggestion and regulation made by the United 
States Food Administration and co-operating in every way to increase the 
food supplies for the fighters and workers in the great world war, the state 
institutions of Ohio reached a high point of efficiency in the conservation of 
food stuffs. 

Although the regulations were rigidly and patriotically imposed, the 
more than 23,000 wards of the state were fed just as nutritiously as before. 
The institutions met the call for conservation of food by reducing waste 
to the minimum, using substitutes suggested by the Goverment, reducing the 
per capita allowances of sugar, meats, fats, flour, etc., and obseving wheat- 
less and meatless days. 

Statistics issued by the United States Food Administration show that in 
one ton of garbage their is sufficient glycerine to make the explosive charge 
for fourteen 75-milIimeter shells, enough "fatty acid" to manufacture 75 
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pounds of soap, fertilizer elements to grow eight bushels of wheat and a 
score of other valuable materials essential in the manufacture of munitions. 

A survey made by the Board of Administration showed that the gar- 
bage yield at the state institutions would not go far toward making these 
by-products. Some superintendents of institutions having herds of swine 
report that food waste reduced to such an extent that they had practically 
no slop for their herds. 

The Ohio Penitentiary operates a plant for the reduction of garbage 
from the five state institutions located in Columbus, but was unable to run 
full time because of the scarcity of garbage. The State School for the Deaf, 
Columbus, made a food survey for one week. Every item of food that 
went into all of the dining rooms during the week of the survey was care- 
fully weighed and after each meal the residued was weighed. Thus was 
determined not only the amount of food served, but the amount of waste. 
No effert was made to change the bill of fare or the regulations governing 
the serving of the conservation of food. The usual routine was followed. 
The entire residue of food for one week, three meals a day for 551 persons, 
was but 257 pounds, making a little more than one-half a pound of waste 
per week per person, or a fraction more than an ounce per day, or one- 
third of an ounce per meal per person. 

INSTITUTION DAIRYING 

Special attention has been given the dairy interests at the various 
state institutions. When the Board assumed charge in 1911 it found 
several of the institutions owned dairy herds, but only two had pure-bred 
cows. Now the state posesses ten herds of Holsteins and two mixed herds 
that in the 12-month period ended June 30. 1918. produced 6,101,923 pounds 
of the more than 8,000,000 pounds of milk consumed at the institutions. 
The Holstein-Friesian breed proves well fitted to the needs of large institu- 
tions. Some of the best bulls of this breed in the country are to be found 
in Ohio state-owned herds. 

There have been some remarkable yearly milk records made by cows 
in the institution herds. An annual production of 8,000 pounds of milk is 
considered good. Piebe Marie 2nd, of the Dayton State Hospital herd, has 
an average of 12,080 pounds per year for three years. Her highest pro- 
duction was 14,743 pounds. A number of cows in this and other herds 
exceed 10,000 pounds of milk per year. Johanna Concordia Duchess, at 
the Boys' Industrial School, has a record of 16,588.4 pounds of milk in a 
year. Irma Johanna Concordia, of the Athens State Hospital herd, pro- 
duced 37.92 pounds of butter in seven days, and it is conceded that an 
accident prevented her reaching better than 40 pounds. This cow has a 
bull calf sired by Frinderne Holigen Fayne Komdyke that is valued at 
$10,000. 

The inventory for the fiscal year ended June 30, 1918, shows that the 
state institutions own live stock to the value of $369,016.71, divided as 
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follows: 1036 milk cows. $150,521.85; 242 heifers, $26,835.00; 121 calves, 
$17,725; 48 bulls, $15,780; 41 steers. $4805.00; 264 horses and colts, $36,- 
309.50; 194 mules, $39,390.88; 3503 hogs, $62,206.95; 16 sheep. $129.50; 
22,405 chickens, $14,327.01; 604 ducks and geese. $608.96; 68 guineas $19,- 
90; 188 young turkeys, $188.41; 159 miscellaneous, $168.75. 

EMPLOYES IN MILITARY SERVICE 

Every state institution in Ohio has contributed its full share of men 
and money towards the successful prosecution of the cause of the United 
States and her allies in the world war. Every institution is represented 
by employes in some branch of the military service, and through enlist- 
ment or the draft nearly 350, among them 28 physicians, have left the ser- 
vice of the state to go over seas or to the training camps. Included in 
this number are ten young women, trained at the Columbus State Hos- 
pital, now nursing the wounded in European military hospitals. More 
than $400,000 has been raised at the state institutions by inmates and em- 
ployes for the purchase of- Liberty Bonds, Red Cross, Y. M. C. A. and 
other war relief needs. Nearly every institution has its Red Cross knit- 
ting unit. 

The war and labor conditions are responsible for the most serious 
shortage of help the institutions have ever faced. In addition to those 
employes who have joined the colors, many others have quit their posi- 
tions with the state to accept more lucrative places with the govern- 
ment or in war-time industries. Payroll changes in the past year have 
been more numerous than in any similar period in the history of the 
institutions. However, there is a splendid spirit of co-operation among 
those employes who remain. 

MANUFACTURING 

Under the supervision of the Board, the state-use system of manu- 
facture at the Ohio Penitentiary and the Ohio State Reformatory has 
resulted in the saving of large sums for the various state and county 
institutions and department and the political sud-divisions that are re- 
quired by law to purchase, prison-made commodities. 

In addition to furnishing employment to prisoners in the two penal 
institutions, there are other outstanding good features of the state-use sys- 
tem, which superceded contract labor, abolished by an act passed by the 
legislature in 1906. The dependents of the prisoners thus employed re- 
ceive ninety per cent of the inmates' earnings allowed them under the 
provisions of the prisoners compensation law, which to a considerable ex- 
tent relieves the demands upon local charities; large saving is effected by 
the state manufacturing articles for its own and county consumption, and 
the institutions and departments receive a better class of merchandise than 
can be bought in the open market at the same price. 

The industries at the two penal institutions have been developed rap- 
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idly by the Board, In 1911 the manufacturing department resources 
amounted to $377,862.56. On June 30, 1918. these resources amounted to 
$976,278.99. an increase in seven years of $598,416.43. 

The sales of manufactured products of the Ohio Penitentiary, the Ohio 
Slate Reformatory and the State Brick Plant for the year ended June 30, 
1918, reached a total of $637,359.69. 

Following were the sales at the Penitentiary; Soap, $71,830.79; Re- 
pair Department. $7,879.59; Tinware, $.5,537.53: Knitting Mill, (underwear 
and hosiery) $52,885.95; Power Plant, (furnishing light and power to pen- 
itentiary, state house and other state institutions located in Columbus) 
$39,724.39; Stone Quarry, $15,686.57; State Shop, (gloves, shirts, mattresses. 
etc.) $41,235.81; Carpenter Shop, $13,854.86; Woolen Mill, (blankets, cloth, 
etc.) $103,693.15; Printing Department, $1,677.68; a total of $354,005.82. 

Sales at the Ohio State Reformatory aggregated $223,806.53, divided 
asfoUows: Clothing. $91 ,479.27; Furniture, $49,626.13; Printing, $26,138- 
04; Shoes, $56,563.09. 

Sales at the Ohio State Brick Plant, Gobies. Ohio, operated by the 
labor of prisoners from the Ohio Penitentiary, totaled $59,547.34. This 
plant not only produces all the building brick required in several institu- 
tions throughout the State, but also has supplied considerable numbers of 
paving block, which it can turn out at the rate of 30.000 per day. These 
paving block have been shipped all over the state and while no efforts 
have been made to secure large contracts on road work, yet the assistance 
that this brick plant is able to give the state highway department is invalu- 
able. 

NEW INDUSTRIES 

The industrial activities at the Ohio Penitentiary were extended dur- 
ing the past year, four important departments being installed. One of 
these is for the manufacture of automobile licence tags, which are now 
being produced by the state for the calendar year 1919 at a cost that will 
mean a large saving, compared with the prices that the state has paid to 
outside firms. 

Metal road and street signs also are now being manufactured at the 
state prison. The signs are of steel, with drilled in letters and figures. 
When finished the lettering is done in aluminum paint upon a background 
of black, making the signs easily read. Concrete posts on which the signs 
are mounted, also are made at the prison. 

Another important addition at the penitentiary is a cotton mill. For 
several years the woolen and knitting mills have turned out blankets, under- 
wear, hosiery, canton flannel, etc.. of an excellent quality, but it has been 
necessary to buy on the open market the yams and warps entering into 
the making of these goods. 

The scarcity and high price of yams prompted the Board to install a 
modem 1140-spindle cotton mill, which will use 250,000 pounds of raw 
cotton a year in making yams. 
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A garbage reduction plant was added to the prison soap factory. Gar- 
bage from the various state institutions in Columbus is reduced at the peni- 
tentiary, the grease extracted entering into the making of soaps the tankage 
being used on the state-owned farms. 

BUILDING PROGRAM 
The building program of the Board during the fiscal year ended June 
30. 1918, called for an expenditure of $477,005.30 and $14,900 was spent 
for new lands. Practically all buildings now in course of construction are 
being erected with the aid of prison and other inmate labor according to 
plans and specifications prepared by the engineering department of the 
Board. Through the services of its own architect, engineers and building 
superintendents and with inmate labor, the Board is enabled to erect build- 
ings at a considerable saving. The brick is produced at the state brick 
plant and a large part of the finishing lumber is milled at the Ohio Peni- 
tentiary. Similar economies are made use of as far as possible. 

BUREAU OF JUVENILE RESEARCH 

The Ohio Bureau of Juvenile Research is now established on a per- 
manent basis. On May 1, 1918, Dr. Henry H. Goddard assumed charge 
of the bureau as director, coming to Columbus from the Training School 
at Vineland, N. J., where for 12 years he was director of the department 
of research at that institution. Dr. Goddard is a recognized authority and 
a well known and much quoted author on the problem of dealing with 
delinquents and defective. 

With his staff of assistants. Dr. Goddard will occupy offices at the 
Ohio Board of Administration building until the buildindgs of the Bureau 
are completed. The bureau's administration building and two cottages, 
one for boys and one for girls, are now being erected on the grounds of 
the Columbus State Hospital, an appropriation of $100,000.00 being avail- 
able for that purpose. 

The administration building will occupy the position of prominence 
at the front of the group and the cottages will be located at the sides and 
to the rear, facing each other across a quadrangle. The administration 
building will be occupied by the executive staff of the bureau, field workers, 
photograph and X-Ray laboratories, axamination rooms, play room, etc. 
On the second floor, where light from the north will be available, will be a 
large library, which will no doubt rapidly become known throughout the 
country for the unusual and very valuble information and records which 
will be accumulated there. The general laboratories will be in the base- 
ment. 

Each of the two cottages is designed to house fifty children, but 
twice that number will be accommodated if necesary. 

In spite of the fact that it is not considered probable that additional 
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housing facilities will be needed, the planning and the grouping of the 
buildings has been studied to make possible a future development and , 
extension as a natural expansion of the present scheme. 

The general scheme and the plans for these buildings were studied, 
contract-drawings and specifications developed and in fact all architect- 
ural service rendered by the Ohio Board of Administration's own organi- 
zation. The construction of the buildings themselves is being handled 
under the direction of the Board. 

DEATHS AND RESIGNATION 

Death claimed Thomas E. Davey, a member of the Board, on Febru- 
ary 20, 1918. Mr. Davey was a member of the original Ohio Board of 
Administration, having been appointed by Governor Judson Harmon in 
1911 and serving continuously until his death. He was reappointed on 
February 1, 1914, and again on February 1, 1918, Mr. Davey was suc- 
ceeded by Dr. Edward Reinert, of Columbus, 

After thirty-seven years' service as superintendent of Longview Hos- 
pital. Cincinnati, Dr. Frank W. Harmon resigned on April 17, 1918, and 
was succeeded by Dr. Emerson A. North.

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The Madison Home 



Located one mile north of Madison. Was establiahed in 1890 by tbo 
National Women's Relief Corps and was national in character, occupying two 
buildings erected in 1846 and 1860 by the Madison Seminary and transferred, 
with ten acres of land, by the Board of Directors to the National Women's 
Relief Corps as an inducement for establishing the Home at that place. The 
first applicant for membership under the National Association was admitted 
September 8, 1880. In 1892 the State of Ohio erected what is known as the 
Ohio Cottage at a cost of $30,000.00. In 1904 the Women's Relief Corps, no 
longer financially able to support the Home, conveyed the buildings and 
grounds, to which they had added five acres, together with all real and personal 
property, to the State of Ohio, the State accepting the transfer by an act of 
the legislature passed April 16, 1914. It is maintained for army nursea and 
the wives, mothers and widows of Ohio soldiers, sailors and marines who are 
unable to support themselves.
